Underwoood (US 7152207) teaches creating, updating, and maintaining quality web site... allow a user to make various selections regarding 
design of a web site... easily modify both the content and the presentation style of the information in the web site - col. 3, line 55 to col. 4, 
line 9; a pre-existing web page, with no configurable properties and no dynamic runtime behavior may be registered as a DXC via a Definer 
DXC Registration web site - col. 49, lines 50-65; For example, the entire state of the DXC may be serialized as XML - col. 49, lines 34-50; 
wherein Undera/ood also discloses the user portion of the system includes a web site provider (hereinafter Definer) which acts as an 
assembly line for an end-user to generate a customized web site... The Definer references a large amount of diverse resources and 
presents them to a user for easy and intuitive assembly into a polished, complete web site - col. 4, line 65 to col. 5, line 14. Therefore, the 
XML pages being created in a web site are xml pages as cited above. On col. 5, starts at line 15 to 61 teaches the web definer while 
allowing a user to change the look and feel of a web site, maintains the content and navigation of the website; and col. 7, lines 3-1 0 teaches 
the navigational links that provide access to all pages of a user's web site are maintained... the most efficient way to maintain links between 
pages of the web site based on their structural relationship with one another.
